It was the intention to 
have the argum ent this m orning, but 
Judge Sparks was out of the city and 
it is necessary to aw ait his return. 
The defense will not contend that a 
IH'rso n ca nno t be called before'a grand 
jury to tell things th at m ight incrim i­ 
na te himself. 
It w ill contend, rather, 
that a husband or a wife cannot be 
called before a grand jury to testify 
against each other. 
It is hoped in 
this way to keep both Mr. and Mrs. 
Bankert from testifying. 
The grand jury did not adjourn un­ 
til after 5 o’clock last night. ""Hlbout 
tw enty witnesses were ex amined ves 
torday.

He says he asked Cook, after i 
one game hail been finished, to play j 
another, but that Cook declined, say­ 
ing that lie had an engagement with 
a woman at 8 o’clock, at which time 
he was to receive some money, and 
that ho did not have time to play 
another game.

Baku, Caucasus, Sept. 8.—The sit­ 
uation here today shows no ameliora­ 
tion. 
It could hardly he worse. 
The 
terror-stricken inhabitants are flee­ 
ing from the city knowing that the 
garrison is entirely 
inadequate 
to 
protect them, and although the worst 
scenes of fire and massacre have not 
yet occurred in 
Baku itself, 
none 
dare to think how far the ex cesses 
may proceed. 
The entire oil and commercial quar­ 
ters of Balakhan. Sabunto and No- 
mani have been wiped out by fire and 
the 
inhabitants 
remaining 
behind 
were massacred and thrown into the 
flames. 
Bihiebat continues to burn and is 
threatened with the same fate as 
Balakhan. 
The consulates, banks and adminis­ 
tration bildings in Baku are guarded 
by troops. 
All the English residents 
and almost all other inhabitants of 
the better class have boarded ships 
and gone to sea to escape from dan­ 
ger. 
All available 
steam ers 
have 
been employed for this purpose 
Mar­ 
tial law has been proclaimed In the 
city. 
Nobody is 
allowed 
on 
the 
streets after 8 o'clock at night and 
Inhabitants of houses are held strict­ 
ly responsible for shots flred from 
them. Artillery was employed against 
one house from which 
shots 
were 
flred 
The walls were breached. *he 
house was stormed and all the people 
inside wore killed. There is a general 
panic in the city. 
A whole army of hungry workman 
driven in from the burned suburbs 
has flocked into me city. 
There is 
the greatest destitution and measures 
for transporting the workmen from 
the city are imperatively necessary. 
Reinforcements of troops are ar­ 
riving dally and It is hoped the au­ 
thorities soon will have the situation 
better in hand

the constitution. 
While we recog­ 
nize the general rule that the police 
power is not without limitation, never 
theless It is a power of wide sweep, 
and under it the state may encroach 
upon private rights, it may regulate 
and prohibit the use and consumption 
of articles, and it may restrain the 
indulgences and vices of those which 
are injurious or 
dangerous to the 
health, morals or general welfare of 
the citizens.”

The Inquiry into the Mutual Life 
Insurance company was begun. 
The 
testimony wrawn from an officer of 
this company showed that the Mutual 
controls 
many 
trust 
companies, 
among them the Morton Trust com­ 
pany. the Guarantee Trust company 
and the Unite« M ates Mortgage & 
Trust 
company. 
On 
deposit 
with 
these companies the insurance com­ 
pany keeps hundreds of thousands 
of dollars against which it does not 
draw- 
It was explained that the pros­ 
perity of the trust companies meant 
the prosperity of the insurance com­ 
pany. 
The Insurance deposits draw 
2 per cent interest and the trust, com 
panies pay as high as 20 per cent 
dividends on the par value of the 
stock, or 5 per cent on the market 
value 
Frederick Cromwell, treasurer of 
the Mutual Life, said the company 
had 
bought securities 
from 
syndi­ 
cates; that officers of the company 
also bought securities from the syn­ 
dicate and received individual profits 
by selling these bonds to the com­ 
pany. 
He did not see that there was 
any Impropriety in the officers going 
into syndicates 
when the company 
had gone in first.
